GREAT SURPLUS IN THE TREASURY. 

Weil, the Congress of the United States 
authorized Grover Cléveland to use the sur- 
plus in the treasury for the redemption and 
purchase of United States bonds. Has he 
done his duty? He has had that law upon 
ihe statute books which authorizes him to 
use the surplus in that way, but he has not 
done so. That.s asin of omission, his not 
availing himself of the power placed in his 
hands by the Congress ot the United States. 
But a greater sin than that was his sin of 
commission, in which he takes $60,000,000 of 
this surplus, and instead of employing it in 
the purchase and redemption of United 
States bonds so as to stop the interest on 
these bends, deposits it in his pet banks, 
where it has remained ‘since a year ago 


-in October, without drawing a dollar of 


interest. We know that for the United 
States bonds that were placed as a 
basis for national. bank security, 


the Government issued but 90 per cent. 
of their value in notes; but for this $60,- 
000,000 of the people’s money that he puts 
into the hands ot these banks, what does 
he get? He gives it to’ them without in- 
terest, he loans to. the bank upon bonds, 
and issues upon them about ten per cent. 
above par, 80 that for every million of dol- 
lars that they hold they have virtually one 
million and one hundred thousand dollars, 
It is virlually giving them a premium om 
ever willion dollars of $100,000. That is 
whatitis. The Government derives noth- 
ing trom it, gets no interest, but in the 
meantime our pubiie debt, our bonds, draw 
three and three andahalf and four and 
four and ahalf, and some of them as high 
as six per cent.; and though, to be sure 
by the force of public sentiment he has 
been compelled to respect public opinion to 
some little extent, and in response to the 
expostulations of Congress, he has em- 
ployed one portion of this surplus in retir- 
ing the United States securities, the great 
bulk of it today remains as a fixed invest- 
ment through the order of Cleveland’s Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, which puts it in the 
hands of these banks. ‘That is a. sin of 
commission of such magnitude that I under- 
take to say, without fear of contradiction, 
that such usurpation by any President. that 
ever sat in the executive chair of this Gov- 
ernment, prior to Grover Cleveland, would 
have subjected him to 
IMPEACHMENT. 

But he was safe. You know that under 
the Constitution of the United States, all 
articles of impeachment preferred against 
the President of the United States must 
originate in the House of Representatives. 
Now, then, the House of Representatives 
has & majority in sympathy with Grover 
Cleveland. He knows that heis safe. A 
Democratic House of Kepresentatives will 
not prefer articles of impeachment against 
him. Butif we hada house of Represent- 
atives such as we had when Andrew John- 
son committed his small infractions of law 
in comparison with what this is, they weuld 
have speedily impeached him, and he 
would have had to stand his triai 
before the Senate of the United State 
fAppiause.!

STEEL RAILS. 

What is the secret of this great extension 
of railroads throughout the country? Why, 
twenty years ago we had to pay $115 to 
#120, and even higher than that, for steel 
rails, to England. We put .a duty on steel 
rails of some #20, and what is the result? 
We protected the industry of our country, 
and encowraged the enterprise of our Coutr 
try, and capital went into it, and we took 
‘the raw material from the bowels of the 
earth and we employed hundreds of thou- 
/ sands of men in the production of this pro- 
‘duct, and today the American producer, un- 
der the fostering care of the Government 
extended to him, turnishes us with the 
same steel rails at less than #30 a ton, Now, 
then, youtake that protection off. They 
propose to reduce it (and we can afford to 
reduce it to some extent), but you 
remove the protection from that and 
you stop all improvement in this country 
in the way of the extension of rail- 
roads. Under the operation of this systeya 
ithas developed our great resources, has 
utilized the wealth of our mines, has set to 
work thousands of willing hands through- 
out the length and breadth of this land. 
We have buiit 150,000 miles of railroad: we 
areahappy and prosperous people. You 
adopt the principles of the Democratic

Synopsis of a Voluminouts Complait 
Filed Yesterday—The Diaboism 
ofa Practitioner as Set Forts by 
a Love-lorn Maiden, 


Fanny Verona Baldwin-Adams fied yes 
terday afternoon in the County Cerk’s of- 
fice a petition in the Superior Coit of Los 

-Angeles count#, department Ne 3, for the 
disbarment of O. E. Mason, an sttorney-at- 

law. The petition is in the hasdwriting of 
the accuser, and is neatly md carefully 
written. Itis very voluminoiw, making 14 
large folio pages and contahing over 3500 
words, 

She alleges substantially that O. E. Ma- 
son on February 20, 1888, agreed to conduct 
a lawsuit for her against 

RICHARD GaRVEY 
for $50 000 damages, He filed a complaint 
in the case on February 25th, and on the 
same date filed a written agreement to act 
as her attorney. He agreed to conduct her 
suit on the contingency of its success. 

Subsequently he introduced her toa party 
by the bame of Rose, and represented to 
her that he was a son of Senator L. J. Rose, 
who formerly lived at the San Gabriel Mis- 
sion. He recommended this Rose as a re- 
spectable business man, and said the latter 
had volunteered to name solid men of Los 
Angeles as her bondsmen in the suit against 
Garvey. She has since become aware that 
Rose was not a desirable acquaintance; on 
the contrary. the fact that he had been seen’ 
talking to her will cause her great difficulty 
in getting bonds, as he has the reputation 
of being dissipated and unserupulous. Ma- 
son knew at the time that Rose was an un- 
desirable acquaintance for her, and she be- 
lieves he introduced him solely to injure 
her interests in her suit with Garvey, and 
that Mason was bribed by Me Ixtter. 

Subsequently to February 25th she gave 
Mason memoranda and made schedules of 
a complaint, which she intends to file in the 
Supremé Court as soon as the course of 
human eve:ts permity against 

ELIAS JACKSON BALDWIN. 

Mason then agreed to conduct the latter 
case for her, and pledged his word of honor 
as an attorney to keep silent about the mat- 
ter till the complaint was filed. He agreed 
to file such complaint within one week after 
the papers were intrusted to him. . 

Mason then endeavored to exact a prom- 
ise from her that she would marry him in 
the eveut of her becoming free from the en- 
cumberance of her present husband. She 

refused with scorn and indignation, when 
he apologized and promised pever to repeat 
the offer. 

He subsequently wrote to her, pretend- 
ing that an interview was necessary, as it 
Ws essential to theopregress of her law- 
suit, and invited her to call on him at his 
office. Kelying on these representations, 
she called. Mason then tried to get her to 
go into a house of ill-fame, and there make 
money by prostitution, and divide it with 
fim and a partner of hisin crime. He 
threatened that if she did not marry him 

«or get money by prostitution, he wouid 
cause her to lose her suit against Richard 
Garvey, and tiat he himself would cause 
such suit to be thrown out by default. He 
would also use every endeavor to prevent 
her from filing her complaint against KE. J 
Baldwin, and would make every effort he 

- could to injure her personal interests if she 
did not cousent to such proposals and in- 
ducements, made by him to ther. He said 
that she informed about the threats he 
had made he would traduce ber and injure 
her character, and vex and humiliate her 
in every possible way. 

IT MADE HER SICK. 

These threats against her personal rights 
and moral and social safety so alarmed and 
frightened her that her nerves were pros- 
trated from the shock. She became 1ll 
from congestive chills, and her life was 
threatened by a partial attack of conges- 
tion of the brain consequent on the 
righteous indignation that such felonious 
threats aroused in her spirit. She em- 
pl .tically refused all such repulsive pro- 
posals. 

Thereupon Mason tried to have her suit 
against Garvey thrown out of court, and it 
would have gone by default if she had not 
acted promptly and got an extension of 
time to file an amended complaint therein. 

Mason had also advised her that it was 
necessary for her to swear to her complaint 
against Garvey. This she did not want vo 
do, but proposed instead torely fora ver- 
dict on the sworn testimony of witnesses; 
for the reason that itis a self-evident fact 
that many accusations which are absolutely 
true are not always proven so, because wit- 
nesses may die before the case comes to 
trial and others are occasiouvally bribed. 

MILLIONAIRES AND VILLAINS 
are constantly weaving snares around her 
to prevent her acquiring the finances neces- 
sary to life and safety, and the accuser 
would rather have filed the complaint with- 
out swearing to it. But Mason positively 
asserted that the law.suit could not be 
begun without her swearing, and he caused 
her to swear to an ameuded complaint that 
wason its face untrue.

all this was going on he grabbed from her 
hands a letter of hers and read it without 
her consent. He didthis last in Garvey’s 
interests, 

Mason also caused to be published in the 
Evening Telegram a warped schedule and 
account of her anticipated libel suit against 
Baldwin, He told other parties, and 
caused to be known by publication, that he 
was preparing a complaint against Baldwin, 
which proclamation retarded the progress 

_ of her suit and caused her

to become endangered, thereby disturbing 
her peace of mind and endangering her 
health. When she found he was working 
in the interests of Garvey and of Baldwin, 
and asked his leave to substitute another 
attorney he published in a paper false and 
libelous statements against her, for the pur- 
pose of intimidating other attorneys, and 
thereby rendering it impossible for her to 
secure their aid. 

And when, nevertheless, she did get 
other attorneys, then it Was extremely dif- 
ficulty. for her to get his signature to the 
order for substitution. She finally got him 
to do so, and got rid of him. Mason had 
caused her humiliation -and vexation in 
every possible way ever since her refusal 
tocomply with his indecent and repulsive 
proposais.,

_ UNBNOWN SUICIDE. 


He Took Strvchnine and Lay Down 
Grove. , 
Yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock, as 
Join McLean, a broker residing on Pico 
Heights, was driving past Chapin’s Grove, 
about three and a half miles from the city, 
between Pico and Washington streets, he 
noticed the body of a man lying in the 
grove. Thinking that the man was only 
drunk, he went over to him and shook him,\ 
when he discovered that he was dead. By 
his side was an empty ale bottle, and a 
short distance further off was an %¢-ounce 
phial labeled strychnine, and about half 
empty. Thecase was evidently a suicide 
the man having gone into the grove, iled 
up anumber of boxes on one. side, as if to 
protect him trom the wind, toek the poison 
and laid down, probably — think- 
ing that the effect - of the 
poison wes the same as that of mor- 
phine. He had evidently died iff great 
agony, as the ground around him showed 
signs of a hard struggle, and he had kicked 
quite a hole in the earth at bis feet.

There was nothing found, about the body 
to indicate whothe man was or where lhe 
came from. He wis dressed as a tramp, 
wis about5 feet 8 or 9 inches in height, 
Weighing about 150 pounds, and had rather 
light, sandy hair, The strychnine bottle 
had the reguiation poison label on it, but 
did not contain the druggist’s name who 
sold it. A biank grocery pass book, with 
the name “Mr. Kennedy,” in pencil, on the 
back, was ‘found in his pocket, and one or 
two candidate’s cards, but nothing more.

The County Treasury. 


With the immense growth of this 
county in wealth during the past few 
years, the office of County Treasurer 
has become a very important one.

favoring none.’ Mr. . Hewitt. on the 
other hand, has carefully abstained 
from pledging himself to a similar 
course, although several times invited 
to do so. 

There is a general feeling among 
Los Angeles voters—a feeling which is 
‘by no means confined to the adherents 


of one party—that it is no longer fair 


or fitting that one banking institution 
should be practically the County Treas- 
urer, enjoying, without charge, the 
handling of vast sums of the taxpayers’ 
money. ‘The present holder of such 
power naturally wields great influence, 
and will makea determined effort to 
elect hisman. We say “his man” ad- 
visedly, for. as above mentioned, Mr. 
Hiewitc has refused all solicitations to 
follow the straightforward course of 
Col. Banbury. It is true that, in a 
card which he publishes in the papers, 
the Democratie candidate says: 
“{ will deposit such moneys in the First 
National Bank, Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank, Los Angeles County Bank, Soutnern 
California National Bank, Childress Safe 
Deposit Bank, Los Angeles County Bank 
and such other banking establishmants of 
the county as may be found desirable and 
secure,” © 
But the intelligent reader will at 
once’ observe that this may be trans- 
lated to mean practically -no change 
from the present condition of affairs. 
‘Under this promise, there is nothing to 
prevent Mr. Hewitt from depositing 99 
per cent. of the county's funds in the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank and 
the remaining one per cent. equally 
among the other banks. As Mr. Hew- 
itt persistently refuses to follow Col. 
Banbury’s manly course and say that 
he will not do this— or to affirm that 
he will make the deposits ‘proportionately 
among the banks, according to their 
capital—voters are perfectly justified 
in taking it for granted that, in case of 
Hewitt’s election, there will be very 
little serious change made in the pres- 
ent conduct of the Treasurer’s oflice, 
and, as a large majority of. the voters 
are strongly in favor of a change, it is 
probable that many Democratic tax- 
paytug citizens will vote for Col. Ban- 
bury.

The strikers congregated about the Santa 
Fé depot yesterday and talked matters 
over in a quiet way, but they did not make 
any demonstrations, and seemed to be per- 
fectly satistied that everything would work 
out allright. 

Yesterday afternoon, General Manager 
McCool, Co!. Williamson Dunn and several 
other prominent oflicers of the Santa Fe 
system met in San Bernardino and 
talked the situatian over with a co muittee 
from the strikers. 

They did not come to an understanding 
at that time. There was but one man at 
work in the yards during the day, and the 
freight trains were at a standstill all day, 
for the reason that proper crews couid not 
be had on such short notice, 

The passenger trains pulled out as usual. 
The strikers claim that the pdssenger brake- 
men-are seabs, as they do not belong to the 
Srakemen’> Union and are notin sympathy 
with the strikers. 

Last night General Freight Agent H. B. 
Wilkins received a dispatch from Genera! 
Manager McCool, saying that the strike is 
off. and that the wen had agreed to go to 
work at 9.o’clock last night.

DEPUTY MARSHALS. 


Marshal Risley Drills His Awkward 


*qad. 

‘A mixed-looking crewd of 74 men assem- 
bled in the United States Court room last 
evening to be sworn in as deputy marshals 
for the coming election. Marshal Risley 
called them to order, and on roll-call most 
every name was responded to. , 

Marshal Risley then made a very good 
clean-cut address, defining the duties and 
responsibilities of the new appointees, 
They go on daty this morning, and their 
duties before election day will consist in in- 
specting the registry lists and spotting all 
fraudulent voters in their respective pre- 
cinets, that they may challenge them on. 
election day. 

On election day they will first vote 
wherever they belong and then report at 
once at the precinct to which they may 
assigned, ‘There it will be their’ duty to act 
with the policemen in keeping the 100-foot 
area around the polls ciear from obstrue- 
tions by idlers or any except those about to 
vote. They will challenge any wrongful 
voters and arrest any one creating a row. 
Other arrests for illegal voting, etc., can 
only be made by them at the order of the 
supervisors. 

All arrested parties will be promptly 
brought to the United States Court, where 
Commissioners Van Dyke and Owens and 
Marshal Risley will remain all day and 
hight till the ballots are counted. The 
marshals are authorized to arrest any one, 
no matter whom, at the dictation of the 
supervisors, but can only make arrests on 
their own hook in cases of disorder, By 

The mashals, having been“once sworn, 
are liable to imprisonment or fine for re- 
fusing to do the duties of their office, They 
Inust Stay at the polls from election morn- 
the ballots are counted. 

r. Risley said the marshals must under 
no circumstances solicit votes, nor must 
they go trom one precinct to another. He 
knew that it was unnecessary to remind 
them that they must keep level headed and 
sober, aud act like the gentlemen he knew 
them to be. Any marshal caught tipsy 
forfeited his pay. He merely mentioned 
this formally, as he trusted to their honor. 

The marshals are to get $ per diem and 
their time can not exceed five days. They 
will, in all cases of arrest or emergencies, 
communicate with headquarters by tele- 
phone, Thomas B. Hayes, Chief Deputy 
Marshal, wilk be around on election day 
in his buggy and oversee everything.

DOUBLE BALLOTS. 


Foul Democratic Conspiracy 
in Indiana. 


Discovery of a Piot to Stuff the 
.Ballot-boxes for Cleveland. 


The Whole Scheme in the Possession 
‘ of the Republicans.

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Chairman Huston, of the 
Republican State Central Committee, in his 
letter to Chairman Jewett, of tne Demo- 
cratic Committee, yesterday suggested that 
election inspectors be required to place a 
small rubber band around each ballot as it 
was received, this band not to be removed 
until the ballots are taken. from the box. 
This, it was thought, would preclude the 
possibility of any person depositing more 
than one ballot. Chairman Jewett replied 
as follows: 

“I do not believe such an agreement can 
be carried out over the entire State at this 
late day, and [ am sure no agreement we 
make can affect a legal ballot voted in dis- 
regard of it. Nevertheless, as such ar- 
rangement may in some degree conauce to 
a fair election, if you will put your idea in 
the form of a recommendation to inspec- 
tors, I will cheerfully sign it.” 

On receipt of this reply, Chairman Hus- 
ton, acting ipon the suggestion contained 
in Chairman Jewett’s letter, submitted an 
agreement officially signed for approval 
and signature of Chairman Jewett. To 
this Mr. Jewett replied substantially: 

“I said in my letter this morning that 
the scheme was impracticable at this late 
day, and since then have learned that there 
are not half enough rubber bands of the 
kind named in the State of Indiana, and 1 
am therefore fully convinced it is iniprac- 
ticable to get bands and have them dis- 
tributed and fully understood, by election 
day. Besides, it has been suggested to me 
that any manipulation. of the ticket by an 
inspector, aside from taking it from the 
hands of the voter and placing it in the 
box, would be regarded with great distrust 
by our voters, who are unused to any such 
proceeding. A much better arrangement 
would be for the voter to put a band on the 
ballot himself, and the same results would 
thereby be accomplished.”’ 

To this Chairman Huston acquiesced, re- 
turning the agreement with the amena- 
ment embodied, and stating that he would 
undertake to furnish all the rubber bands 
required, the expenses to be shared by the 
cominittees. ‘The correspondence abruptly 
closes’ here. The messenger that carried 
Huston’s agreement to the Democratic 
headquarters tonight returned with a state- 
meut that Chairman Jewett said he had 
nothing more to say. 


A FOUL PLOT EXPOSED, 

The character and ouicume ‘of the corre- 
spondence is the subject of general com- 
ment tonightin political circles. Chairman 
liuston, when asked tonight by an Assuci- 
ated Press correspondent whether there 
Were any special reasons of general interest 
that led him to propose the rubberband 
pian, and make such persisient efforts to 
secure itS adoption, said that there were 
very urgent aud important reasons, and 
furnished the following written  state- 


ment: 

“Yesterday we learned from aman who 
had been taken into the scheme by Dem- 
ocrats that duvuble voting was to be re- 
sorted to by them all over the State. This 
man Was taken into a room, where he and 
several other men from different counties 
were instructed in the art of voting doubie 
tickets. ‘They were told to fold and iron 
sinvoth a Dumber of ba'iots the night before 
election, One or more of these Dallots 
smoothed in that way were then to be 
siipped into the folds of a lawful ballot, 
and this ballot was to be beld with the 
finger, tastened on tbe side of the ballot, 
opposite the outward fold, sothat no one 
could see that there were other ballots 
inside the lawful baliot. The Deniocratic 
inspectors were to be instructed to seize 
the ballot between the fingers in the same 
way and deposit it in the box quickly. 
Once inside the box, the lawful ballot would 
spring open and the spurious ballots would 
drop out of its folds, especially when the 
box was shaken, or the ballots stirred by the 
hand of the inspector in counting. The in- 
formant disclosed the name of the man giv- 
ing instructions, but we are not ready to 
make it Known tothe public. I regret to 
say that he is an Indianan, and holds his 
head pretty high. These men were also in- 
strucied to have these tickets voted by elec- 
tors who might be bought on ejection day 
by Democrats, but afterward this part of 
the scheme was abandoned temporarily for 
fear the Kepublicans might waten voters 
too closely to permit a successful operation 
of the plan, and so those »articipating in 
the Instructions were told .. get the better 
ciass of Democrats to cast these ballots, for 
they would not be likely to be watched so 
closely by the Republicans, These instruc- 
tions have been given to parties all through 
the State, and, in order to encourage thein, 
they were told that the same pian was to be 
operated in New York. 1 have accordingly 
advised our friends in New York to be on 
their guard.” 

The balance of the statement partakes. of 
the nature of party instructions regarding 
the subject. 

CHAIRMAN JEWETT’S STATEMENT. 

Atalate hour an Associated Press cor- 
respondent found Chairman Jewett at-his 
hotel and showed him Chairman Huston’s 
statement. Mr. Jewet talked freely about 
the proposed agreement submitted py Chair- 
man Huston, and gave his reasons for not 
signing the same. At the suggestion of the 
correspondent he sat down and wrote the 


“There are many reasons for which the 
arrangement should net be made, and one 
very good one why it would be eutirely 
futile. First, the agreement would be in- 
capable of fulfillment tor the reason that it 
would be impossible to get the bands, dis- 
tribute them and have the fact that they 
were to be used thoroughly understood at 
this late day. Second, the law of the State 
prohibits the placing of any distinguishing 
mark upon a baliot, and these might be con- 
strued as distinguishing marks, especially 
if of different sizes or variously placed upon 
thd ticket, nor could any voter or iuspector 
be con ed_ to obseye-the order, 
it would be an innovation for the reason 
that such practice never has been pursued 
so faras L knowin this State. Fourth. the 
right given the inspector to manipulate the 
ballot while putting on the band would 

ive an opportunity for fraudulentiy chang- 

ng the ballot or inserting an additional 
ticket in each one, and thereby preventing 
the counting of the other ticket. Fifth, the 
agreement could not authorize the election 
board to reject a legal bailot found in a box 
without a band. Sixth, it has been reported 
to us for some days that persons who are 
strangers in the communities where they 
have been seen, have been traveling oven 
the State, having no known business, but 
who have visited the Republican election 
inspectors and no one else. We entertain 
real apprehension that they have been in- 
structing such as are corrupt enough to en- 
gage in such work how tosubstitute tickets,

Startling Naturalization Frauds U 
earthed in ‘ hicago 


CuIcaco, Nov. 2.—[By the Associa 
Press.} It is claimed that startling frauds 
have been uncovered in connection with 
the naturalization of a large number of 
Italians in the Cook county courts during 
the past two months. Attorney Underwood, 
who has been investigating» the matter,

The Arabs met Stanley’s rear guard 
at a point west of Albert Nyanza, southeast 
of Zanga. The Arabs did not see Stanley. 
The detachment seen consisted of 30 men. 
They stated that Stanley was two days 
ahead. The expedition had suffered greatly 
on the march through the thick forest,where 
it was impossible to advance more than a 
mile and a quarter daily. They had also- 
suffered in marshes where many had dis- 
appeared or died. Forty were drowned in_ 
crossing a great river flowing from east to 
west. One white man had died. Stanley 
was obliged to fight some tribes that re- 
fused to supply him with provisions. The 
rear guard, at the time it was met, had only 
been on the mareh five days, after a halt of 
three weeks, due to the iliness of Stanley 
and of a great part of the escort 
who had been attacked with fever. 
The Afabs estimate the total strength of 
the expedition after ail losses at 260 men. 
The heaith of Stanley was then good. The 
rear guard, which consisted of natives: of 
Zanzibar, stated that Stanley had decided 
that he would no longer advance in a 
northeasterly direction, but would stribé 
toward the north, hoping to avoid the 
swamps. After getting a certain: distaice 
north he intended to take an oblique )ine 
to the eastward and go straigbt to Wade. ai 
where, it was thought, be would arrive Ad 
days later, about the middle of January, 
1858. The Arabs were of the opinion that 
the expedition was still strong ehvugh te 
reach Wadeiai. 

{t will be remembered that on August Ist 
information was received from Zanzilyay 
that two messengers had arrived there whe 
feft the interior about the beginning of 
April, and who reported that Stanley bad 
notarrived at Wadeélai up to that time. T'he 
messengers stated that in the month of 
March Emin Pasha did receive some vague 
and indecisive news of the expedition, out 
that the reports were conflicting.
